Andrew Craft had certified that e- 
erything was according to require- 
ment. All these men stand charged 


with manslaughter, together with the 
declared the boilers sound, and the direct- 
ors of the company who neglected ‘to see 
that the requirements of the law.were ful- 
filled. Itis to be hoped that the proceed- 
ings will not end with the mere indictment 
of these men. Public welfare and the safe- 
ty of the traveling public require that 
there should be a conviction about this 
time, and the culpable owners and con- 
ductors of the Seawanhaka seem to be very 
suitable people to commence on.

of New York; also to pay into 
the bands of J. A. Jones.

A Promising American Singer — Tarry- 
7 ing by the Lake of Como.

HOTEL GRANDE BRETAGNE, BELLAGIO, 
Lake Como, ITALY, July 24, 1880.—Did you 
hear of one’s getting completely lost in broad 
daylight on the roof of a building on which 
were more than fifty other people at the same 
time, including several guides? 

Well, then, thatis the way in which your 
correspondent celebrated her birthday abroad 
yesterday, and for more than half an hour 
sbe wandered on over that immense marble 
roofing, meeting no one and hearing no one, 
save an occasional distant shout from one of 
the aspiring climbers in the spire above, and 
utterly unable to find any means of descent 
and egress. Flights of narrow, steep 
marble steps almost innumerable dis- 
closed themselves, but having descended 
and strolled along another long bit of roof, 
looking meanwhile off over the red-tiled 
bouses of the city away below to the distant 
snow-capped Alps, and having turned an 
angle or two, the way would suddenly be 
fovnd to end in another flight of steps, long 
and steeper than the others, but leading up- 
wards instead of downwards. And, having 
ascended these, it was frequently the case 
that the elevation thus gained proved to have 
no other outlet whatever. and there was no 
way to do but to retrace the long steps down- 
wards, the long bit of roof and the long steps 
upwaids to hunt up other steps and try 
again. 

Several times I heard the soft tones of Ital - 
ian voices, but never did I succeed in fading 
tdeir owners. Two or three times 1 
passed the upper portion of a 
great stained glass window andthe swell of 
chanting, boyish voices rolled out from the 
interior far below, with sweetest organ ac- 
ce mpaniment. More than once I was obliged 
to sit down, sometimes in rush-bottomed 
chairs which were to be found every now and 
then, and sometimes on the gently sloping 
marbie of the roof itself, and study some more 
than usually beautiful bit of carving on the 


marble railing which surrounds every portion 
of the roof, or on some of the 4,500 pinnacles— 
ofwhich over 2,000 are crowned with splendid, 
mammoth sized statutes. Just fancy—if you 
possibly can—a magnificient, great Gothic 
Cathedral of white marble, from the roof 
of which 2,000 beautiful, — stautes 

point upwards tothe blue Italian sky, aud 
you will haye a notion of the Milan cathedral. 
The guide books say that its facade is marred 
by classical doors and windows. But what ! 
thought marred it the most was the remnants 
of old white paper placards which had been 
posted on the crest black iron doors, and only 
partially puiled off. How such a desecration 
can be allowed I don’t see. 

By the time I finally found the right stairs 
by which to descend, I had surely gone over 
steps enough to have mounted to the very top 
of the spire which I had declined, but the ex- 
perience had been one not unworth having, 


and which impressed me with an ilea 
of the magnitude of the Cat ne- 
dral which could scarcely have been 


gained in any other way. But I was not so-- 
ry to regain terra firma and to find myself in 
advance of the others, who were still above 
in the blazing sun. 

I was told last spring that a letter from Mi- 
lan would be incomplete without mention of 
Leonardo da Vinci’s famous old fresco of“ The 
Last Supper.“ But what sbould I say about 
it, save that it is still there, that I saw it, and 
that I am glad | saw it, because it is the thing 
todo? Everything has been said aboutit 
that can be, over and over again, and 1 would 
not dare critizise it, nor would i wish to gush 
over it. It is simply a venerable, marred old 
relic of What Was once, doubtless, half a 
thousand years ago, a wondrously beautiful 


\ other pleces and objects 
of interest were shown us inthe course of our 
very pleasant drive around Milan yesterday 
afternoon, but I didnot see them all, for ! 
could not miss the opportunity to call on our 
own young Boston prima donna who has 
made such a grand success in opera here in 
Italy during the last two years. You know 
her history perhaps’ Educated solely at the 
New England Conservatory, her genius was 
early discovered by Dr. Tourjee, who brought 
her out in oratorio at the proper time. Utter 
success attended her singing everywhere aud 
two vears agoshe came abroad with Gilmore’s 
Band. When her engagement with Mr. Gil- 
more was concluded she remained in Paris to 
study for the stage, but herf[voice was at once 
pronounced simply perfect, and she found 
that she had only to me! opera. 
In four months after her arrival in Italy, this 
young girl of only about twenty years, and of 
a Boston musical education, was favored with 
a debut in the very land of music, and noth- 

ing but repeated successes has she encount- 

ered. For policy’s sake, her fair name of 
Lilian Norton is known here as Giglio Nor- 
dica, but she is precisely the same bright, 

happy, unaffectedly lovely American girl here 
that she was at home in the olden time. I 

certainly expected to find her somewhit 
changed, but was most agreeably surprised, 
for, except that she has bloomed out pbysi- 

* under the kindly warmth of Italy from 

a slight young girl to a woman of rich and el- 

egant proportions, she is the very same girl 

who always charmed all hearts by her wia- 

some nature. 

Such a wealth of trophies as Miss Lilian and 
her devoted mother displayed toour delight- 
ed gaze, giving with each the little story at- 
tached of time and place! Beautiful, costly 
jewels of rare designs, and elegant silken 
sashes,which, in Italy, are always looped from 
the flowers that are presented a singer. 

Motherand daughter are both extremely 
busy just now, for, although still so voung, 
Miss Norton has already achieved that great 
object of an artist's heart, an engagement at 
St. Petersburg, whithershe goesin Septem- 
ber. She has ten new operas to learn before 
going, and two lessons daily, one at 9 a. m.. 
the other at 8 p. m., are pushing on the work, 
Her wardrobe is her mother’s care, and both 
ladies are, as may well be imagined, in a state 
of great delight, though of some anxiety 
as well, at tbe prospects. Success in 
St. Petersburg assures success everywhere. 

Last Saturday I wrote from Naples, going 
thence the same day to Rome, and leaving 
there on Monday afternoon for Pisa. A night 
and balf a day each at Pisa, Genoa and Turin 
served to give us excellent ideas of these in - 
teresting cities and to break the journey 
northward agreeably. On Thursday, we 
reached Milan and this morning we left for. 
Como, where we took lunch and strolled 
about till the afternoon boat, which brought 
us by zigzag course over the wonderfuily 
beautiful mountain-circled lake, to Bellagio, 

where we rest to-morrow, going on to the 
other lakes on oy and crossing the St. 
Gothard Pass into Switzerland on ‘Thursday 


night. 

Surely this spot may well be 
called the most lovely on Lake Coma. The 
great hotel is situated on the water’s edge 
with only some well-kept flower beds in 
front, and now, as I write at my window, 
by the mingled licht of the moon and a can- 
die, the music of a fine brass band stationed 
in front of the house adds the last charm to 
the night. Below the placid lake ripples and 

leams, save where it is cast in deep shadow

Politics in the Old Dominion—Danger 
to the National Democracy from the 
Movements of the Readjusters. 

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
RICHMOND, August 6, 1880.—In this truly 


national interest meet the eye on all sides, 


For instance, I find in this Congressional dis- 
trict, now represented by Gen. Joseph E. 
Johnston, that Capt. George D. Wise, a 


nephew of the late ex-Gov. Henry A. Wise, 
bas just been nominated by the Democrats 
for Congress. It is generally conceded 
that he will be opposed by John S. Wise, the 
son of the ex-Governor, as a Readjuster can- 
didate. The Republicans will also make a 
nomination on the eighth of next month, and 
in this mixed state of affairs it is difficult to 
foretell the result. Capt. Geo. D. Wise is an 
exceedingly active, earnest and aggressive 
electioneerer and worker, and it is thought 
that be willcarry the district. Itis chiefly. 
though. from a national standpoint that your 
readers are interested, and to give an intelli- 
gent view of the situation it will be necessary 
to review briefly the attitude assumed 
during the last few months by the 
different parties. The first State 
convention to meet was the Republican, which 
assembled in Staunton prior to the Chicago 
Convention. There was avery earnest effort 
made to Ret this convention to agree to unite 
with the Readjuster party, headed by Gen. 
Mahone, and place an independent, unpledg- 
ed electoral ticket in the field. There was one 
of the most unseemly and disgraceful wran- 
gles for several days overthis question ever 
witnessed in the State, but finally the ‘‘stal- 
warts“ triumphed, and placed a straight Re- 
publican electoral ticket before the people 
and sent duly accredited delegates to Chicago. 
The next convention was one called 
by the regular Democratic, or Conserv- 
vative committee, as it is called here. tomeet 
in Richt ond on the 19th of May. The call 
was as broad as it could well be made, ignor- 
ing all issues onthe State debt question, and 
extending to all persons who were willing to 
supportthe National Democratic ticket for 
President and Vice-President. A number of 
well-known members of the Readjuster party 
in State politics attended the convention and 
several of the more prominent among their 
leaders, such as Hon, James Barbour and Dr. 
Moffett, were elected as delegates to the Cin- 
cinpati Convention. full electoral 
ticket was chosen by the same conven- 
tion, comprising several well-known Re- 
E apt 

The delegates selected by this convention 
went to Cincinnati, and were the sole and 
exclusive representatives from Virginia. 
They were so recognized by the National 
Convention, and their seats were not contest- 
ed or disputed by any one. They voted there 
and had a full sbare in the selection of Han- 
cock and English; in factthe nomination of 
Gen. Hancock was seconded by the Hon, 
John W. Daniel, of Virginia, whose eloquent 
effort wili long be remembered by all who 
were present.

William Mahone, was not satisfied. The

When asked 
again why, if they sincerely desire the success 
of Hancock,thev should place an indepen- 
dent electoral ticket in the field. they answer 
that, in their opinion, it is more important to 
the State to keep up the organization of the 
Readjuster party than to eiect Hancock. It 
is impossible to get any data that will furnish, 
With any accuracy. the numerical strength of 
this movement. It is foolish, though, to 
treat it as light and trivial and 
underestimete the real danger. Your paper 
has Wisely condemned the idea of trusting 
to the enthusiasm of the people and pursuing 
a course Of ‘*masterly inactivity,’? and with 
regard to Virginia pelitics, it is surely the 
wiser course to look the facts squarely 
in the face and avertthe danger ere itis too 
late.

THE GREEK CHURCH. 


its Communicants and its Form of Gov- 
ernment. 
From the New York Times. | 


Although reference is frequently made in 
the city newspapers to the Greek Chapel and 
the serviees held there, few persons know in 
what quarter of the town it is, and not a great 
many have a very clear idea of the character 
or history of the Greek Church. In its wid - 
est sense, it embraces all those Christians 
following the Greek or Greco-Slavonic rite; 
who receive the first seven General Councils, 
but reject the authority of the Roman Pontiff, 
and the later councils of the Western Church. 
It calls itself the Holy Orthodox 
Catholic and Apostolic Church, and includes 
three distinct branches—the Church within 
the Ottoman Empire, directly subject to the 
Patriarch of Constantinople; the Church in 
the Kingdom of Greece, and the Russo- 
Greek Church inthe Russian Empire. The 
proper history of this Church as a distinct 
body dates from the Greek schism, or, rather, 
from the beginning of the efforts of the 
Church of Constantinople to establish for it- 
self a separate jurisdiction and independent 
headsbip in the eastern division of the Em- 


pre. The ecclesiastical pre-eminence 
of Constantinople naturally succeeded 
the political prominence to which 


it rose as the seat of the imperial residence 
and the center of the Imperial Government. 
Byzantium was — Rate a simple Epis- 
copal See, subject to the Metropolitan of Her- 
aciea; but the rank of the See was elevated 
withthe fortunes of the eity. Before the 
close of the fourth century, Constantinople 
was declared to be the new Rome. The gov- 
erning body in the Church of Greece is, as in 
ltussia, the so-called Holy Synod, consisting 
of ive members, ordinarily Archbishops or 


Bisbops. This Synod is the su- 
preme ecclesiastical tribunal, and inde- 
pendent, in name at least, in all 


spirited things. Butas its members are all 
appointed by the Crown, and hold office only 
ene year, it is naturally an instrument of 
state. Two officials of the Crown have, more- 
over, a right to assist, without power to vote, 
at ali its deliberations. The Synod elects 
bishops, though the Crown reserves the right 
of confirming and granting investiture, and 
has the power to regulate the limits of the 
dioceses, with all such general arrangements. 
The last remnant of subjection of Constanti- 


nople was removed by qa formal 
recognition of independence in 1868, 
and now tbe bishops no longer seek 


consecration from Bishops of that See. The 
Russo-Greek Church numbers, it is said, 
about 55,000,000, andthe Church of Greece 
some 800,000 members. The United Greek 
Church includes those Christians who, while 
they follow the Greek rite, observe the ordi- 
nary discipline of the Greek Church, and 
make use of the Greek liturgy,are vet united 


with tbe Church of Rome, admitting 
the double procession of the 
Spirit and the supremacy of the 


Pope, and accepting all the doctrmal de- 
cisions subsequent to the Greek schism which 
have foreceas matters of faith in the Roman 
Church. The United Greeks are found main- 
ly in Southern Italy, where they are comput- 
ed at 80,000; in the Austrian dominions 
(about 4.000,000), in Poland (some 250, 000), 
and in Russia where the number is uncer- 
tain, having declined greatly of recent years. 
The custom of the United Greek Church con- 
cerning celibacy is, with the consent of the 
Vope, the same as among the other Greeks.

Why Josephine Langlet Put a Bul- 
let in Her Brain Yesterday.

A Friend’s Suicide the Explanation of 
Her Rash Act—Corener’s Inquest. 


—_— --—— 


The suicide of Mrs. Josephine Langlet 
yesterday afternoon at 408 South Second 
street has thrown the neighborhood in which 
she lived into a state of excitement which 
lasted from the time she died till this morn- 
ing. The flood of affairs has engulfed the 
deed, however, and by 10 o’clock to-day the 
old razor-grinder in the bottom fioor of the 
house had gone back to grinding, the children 
had found a new object of interest in a tramp 
with one leg around the corner, and the ges- 
siping women had almost talked the suicide 
to an end. Mr. Langlet and one or two other 
gentlemen were awaiting the Coroner on the 
porch in front of his rooms in the third floor 
of the house, and every little while 
some morbid sight-seer would mount 


the long stairs, gaze at the closed coffin in the 
front room and go slowly down with her cu- 
riosity only half satistied. When Mr. Frank 
O Neil, the Deputy Coroner, arrived, the party 
was ushered into the front rooa 
where the was. It was 
in an ice and the 
water dropped monotonously into a leaky tub, 
passing from it into the soaking carpet. 
Whenthe lid of the casket was lifted, the 
form of the dead woman became evident, 
masses of chestnut hair pillowed her head, 
and the mark of the bullet holein her right 
temple was only too plainly visible. She 
was dressed in an embroidered nightgown, 
and her face, even with the marks of her 
rash deed upon it. was pleasing, if not posi- 
tively retty. The story of her death, 
as told in the evidence of Mr. Lang- 
let, Le oy one more instance of the 
influen example in suicides. Had her 
East St. Louis friend not first taken the fear- 
ful leap into the darkness, this young wife 
would still be alive and well, cheerful and 
happy. The inquest was begun at once by 
Mr. O’ Neil, who called 
MARK LANGLET 
the husband of the deceased, who testified: 
Iam deputy constable, he said, in Justice 
Young’s court and live in this house. My wife 
was twenty years old: she was born in St. 
Louis. I was not present. at her death. We 
were married June 21, 1876. There never 
was any serious domestic difficulty and we 
never quarreled. On one occasion in 
1878 she instituted a suit for divorce 
against me without giving me any intimation 
of ber intention to do so, and in her petition 
she alieged unfaithfulnesson my part. Three 
days afterward, however, she dismissed the 
suit: since then we have lived happily. I 
never saw anything in her conduct to make 
me suspect her to be insane. She was often 
melancholy, but I never knew the cause. Last 
Sunday she was bilious, and asked me to go 
and see her mother. She did not send anv 
message. One of our children was living with 
the old folks for company and she 
wanted metogo and see her. While I was 
away i heard she took a revolver to one of my 
neiuhbers and asked them how to use it. 
Nothing bas happened since then to throw 
any light on the cuse, except thai she was 
gloomy. I saw her last alive at noon yester- 
day. 1 left the house at haif-past one, when 
sbe was sitting with the baby in the front 
room. She gave no hint of her intention to 
commit suicide. 1] left my revolver at home, 
asl only carry it at times. About eight 
o’clock last night, on my way home, I was 
told that she had killed herself. 
ANNLE VOLZ, 

who was next sworn, said she was a married 
woman living in the same house with Mrs. 
Langlet, in the next rooms. She visited me 
often in my apartments. I never saw her 
do anything to lead me to believe she was in- 
sane. She never told me of any troubie 
with ber husband, except that she once in- 
stituted a suit for divorce. A friend of hers. 
a young girl over in Kast St. Louis, bad 
committed suicide, and she often referred 
to her, saying thatsbe bad putan end to all 
her troubles. Last Sunday she came to the 


My husband said it was too rusty to use. She 
suid she would have itcleaned. She did not 
ask howto usethe revolver. | was in the 
house when she shot herself. Right afcer 
dinner yesterday shetoldme she would take 
her baby up to Mrs, Owens, on Myrtle street, 
then come back and take a nap, after Which 
she was going down town. She took the baby 
away and came back about + o’clock. I was 
standing on the porch, and she chatted with 
me for a few moments. She seemed gay and 
cheerful. She then went in, saying she was 
going to take a nap. There was nothing 
strange in her manner. After she had 
been in there three-quarters of an hour, 
I heard something fall, but heard no 
report or other noise which I can recollect. 
After a considerable time Mrs. Oweas’ boy 
came down to ask about her, and as I had 
tried to wake her before that, we got a police- 
man and forced the door. She was in her 
night gown lying on the floor by the bed, dead 
and cold. here was blood on her forehead. 
I didn’t come into the room, and know no 
more about the case. Iam satisfied she shot 
herself. 

FANNIE M. OWENS 
corroborated the evidence of the last witness 
closely, and described the last visit of the 
dead woman to her at No. 313 Myrtle street. 
Mrs. Langlet kissed the baby and kissed Mrs. 


Owens as she left them, but gave 
no intimation of her purpose. 
She always held that suicide was 


not Wrong, and that it was an easier way to 
die than by sickness. The balance of her story 
was the same as Mrs. Volz’s, with some addi- 
tional detail. Mrs. Panglet had locked both 
the doors between her and the porch, and the
